they may go In with comparative safe 
ty ami do their work. 
But they must

The men of the trawler* wear life 
belts and inflated millier collars when 
at work, but there is small chance for 
them if their tomt strikes a mine. The 
explosion Is so terrific that only a few 
splinters of what was once u stan d i 
little vessel remain, and the men are 
usually blown to atoms. 
One of the reasons that the steam 
trawlers are best adapted ton this mine 
sweeping work is because they draw ho 
little water. 
The mines are anchored 
so that they are about fifteen feet lie 
tow the surface, and the fishing toiat* 
seldom draw more than six or seven.

ROAD BUILDING IN OKLAHOMA 


State Superintendent of Public 
In­ 
struction T akes Steps to Teach 
Boys Art of Construction. 


“Not to be outdone by Missouri and 
Kansas, the state of Oklahoma is to 
take up educational work in road- 
building,” said It. E. House of Mus­ 
kogee, while in W ashington recently. 
“Governor Major of Missouri and Gov­ 
ernor Hodges of Kansas stirred the 
imagination and ambition of the boys 
of Missouri and Kansas by getting out 
on the roads and handling pick and 
shovel in the m aking of roads. 
Okla­ 
homa is going to begin at the begin­ 
ning and teach the boy in the school 
how to build good roads. 
The state 
highway commissioner is co-operating 
with the state superintendent of pub­ 
lic instruction, 
and the latter has 
taken up the m atter xx flIi the comity 
superintendents. 
“When the federal government had 
spent thousands of dollars to encour­ 
age scientific farming and when so 
few farm ers adopted the methods ad­ 
vanced, 
the officials changed 
their 
plans and went after the boys in the 
schools. 
They sought to teach the 
ncxv m ethods to the older persons 
through the boys in the schools, and 
they succeeded. 
“If the farmer* were made to real­ 
ize the advantages of better farming 
methods through their boys in the j 
schools, it seem s to me there is little 
doubt they can lie brought to appreci­ 
ate the great advantage* that will re­ 
sult from Improved roads. 
For that 
matter, however, the farmer ordinar­ 
ily understands that good roads are 


Excellent Protection Affcrded to Bark 
From Sunburn and Borers— 
Keeps Rabbits Away. 


W hitewash is an excellent protec­ 
tion to the hark from both sunburn 
and borers. 
It is particularly vain 
able for young trees, as after truer 
reach a good size the branches gen­ 
erally become sufficiently large a n i 
the foliage sufficiently thick to shade 
the bark and prevent the injury that 
the hot sun would otherwise do. 
The best time to apply the xvhite- 
wash is in the early spring, or before 
the sun has become too hot and yet at 
a time when the danger of heavy rains 
washing off the lime is passed. 
It is 
not xvell to delay too long or the sun­ 
burn may occur In clear w eather be­ 
tween rain*. 
There are dozens of whitewash reci­ 
pes, all with merit, some more dur­ 
able than others, and a durable white­ 
wash Is generally to be desired. 
For 
fruit trees a whitewash can be made 
by the addition of tallow, which is 
durable and also a protection against 
rabbits. 
Such a wash can be made 
with SO ponnds of lime, 4 pounds of 
talloxv and 5 pounds of salt. 
The salt 
is dissolved in the w ater used itj 
slaking the lime and the tallow added 
to the hot mixture, which is thinned 
to the desired consistency before using. 
Spoiled fat or grease of any kind 
ran be substituted for the tallow and 
the amount ran be Increased lf de­ 
sired 
If there Is danger of a ttra c t­ 
ing animals by the salt, It can be left 
out.
